NAPOLEON ON SUNDAY LAWS. 
Lendon Examiner. 

The Rerue Historigue publishes a minute by 
the Emperor Napoleon I. concerning the ob- 
servance of Sunday. It is so curiously charac- 
teristic of the man, and also has so direct a bear- 
ing on the Sabbatarian question, as to be worth 
reproducing. “It is contrary to the Divine 
law,“ writes the Emperor, “to prevent a man, 
who has wants on Sunday as much as other days 
of the week, from working on Sanday to gain 
his bread. Government could not impose such 

a law unless it gave bread gratis to those who 
— none. God bas imposed on men an obii- 
gation to labor, since without labor He has not 
allowed them to gather any of the fruits of the 
¢arth. He has willed that they should work 
every day, since He has given them wants which 
every day make themselves felt afresh. We must 
distinguish, in — * the A 2 2 be- 
tween laws which ’ 
laws and obligations aes 9 becu 
imagined only with the view of extend- 
ing the authority of ministers of religion. 
The observance of fasting on Friday and resting 
on Sanday are only secondary and insignificant 
rules. What essentially concerns the command- 
ments of the Church is, not to injure social or- 
der, not to doevil to one’s neighbor, not to abuse 
liberty. Ia theauthority, and 1 grint 
to my people onre for all permission not to in- 
terrupt their work. The more work the less 
vice taere willbe. . . H 1 had te meddle 
with these matters, I would be rather disposed 

to order that on "Sundays, except — — the 
33 of divine service, the shops shoul 
open and the workmen at their work. When

THE DUKES OF ENGLAND. 

There are but eleven Dukes of England, 
properly so calied—that is, Dukes sitting in the 
House of Lords as such, and deriving their 
titles from creations before the union with 
Scotland. The Duke of Norfolk is the first of 
these, and the Duke of Rutland the last in 
order of precedeuce. The patent of the latter 
as Duke beare date March 90, 1703. There are 
also Dukes of Great Britain and of the United 
Kingdom, as well as of Scotland and Ireland; 
but those of tae two sister Kingdoms sit by in- 
ierior titles among their peers, aud all the 
Dukes not of -Eugland take precedence among 
each other by somewhat intricate rules of pre- 
cedence. into which it is not worth while to 
enter. The Dukedoms are twenty-eight in ail, 
exclusive of those held by Princes of tne blood 
roval. The honor has been very sparingly be- 
stowed in late vears. The last conferred by 
George III. was. that of Northumberland. the 
King refusing to make any more creations, ex- 
cept in favor of his own descendants. The 
Prince Regent made Lord Wellington a Duke. 
and after his accession te the throne raised 
Lord Buckingham to the same dignity. Will- 
iam IV. made two more, and her Majesty has 
added an equal number to the list.

The Wilit of the bondholders against cer- 
tain towns in Illinois to recover on certain 
bonds issued by the towns in aid of the 


recently decided by the Supreme Court of 
the United States, has elicited much discus- 
sion of the subject, and the decision is sharp- 
ly criticised as sustaining, and therefore en- 
couraging, repudiation, The Philadelphia 
Ledger, in its financial columns, says : 

There has for some years past been little dispo- 
sition at the commercial centres of the North to 
invest in Western and Southern town securities. 
and the catching at sach pleas as that noticed above 
for justification of repudiation will go far to drive 
such borrowing from all money markets. That a 
party borrowing can find legal support in thus tak- 
ing advantage of its own wrong—receiving the pro- 
ceeas of fraudulent bonds—is little better than 
swindling. : 

We also publish a letter from Ottawa, in 
this State, which substantially charges re- 
pudiation. But is this charge well founded ? 


1857 there appeared, after the close of the 
session of the Illinois Legislature, a volume 
eontaining some 1,500 printed pages of spe- 
ciallaws, mainly acts incorporating private] 
companies. This was in addition to another 
volume of public laws. The session of the 
Legislature had lasted forty-two days, in- 
cluding some ten days lost in organization 
and adjournments. The Constitution of the 
State required three readings of every bill in 
each House; and no bill could be lawfully 
enacted which did not upon its final passage 
receive a majority of all the members-elect of 
each House, that fact to be evidenced by the 
yeas aad nays of the members voting record- 
ed on the journal of each House. It was 
therefore a physical impossibility that all 
these laws printed in these volumes could 
have been passed according to the forms re- 
quired by the Constitution. It is notorious 
that they were not. The journal clerks we 
necessarily employed for many w | 
after the session writing up the re- 
ord, so as to provide the legal evi- 
dence of the passage of bills which- 
had never been read, voted on, or 
passed by the Legislature, though presented 
to and signed by the Governor. Among the 
‘bills which were printed in this most extraor- 
dinary volume of laws was one author- 
izing elections to be held on the issue of vot- 
ing subscriptions to the capital stock of 
jected railway companies. The particular 
end sought @y the passege of the act at that 
time seems to have been temporarily aban- 
doned or postponed, for nothing was done 
under the law until some years had elapsed. ‘ 
Then the law was brought to light ; 
elections were called, and, in the usual man- 
ner in which all elections of that character 
where the voting away of other people’ 
money is concerned, the subscriptions w 

all carried. In due time the bonds of the 
towns and counties were issued and deliver- 
ed. The bonds were duly registered in the 
Auditor’s office, and the interest thereon was 
paid out of the State revenue,—stolen under 
the grab law of 1869. That law having since 
been set aside, and special taxes having be- 
come necessary to pay the interest, the bur- 
den of the bonds became oppressive. 

In the meantime, the construction com- 
pany had been busy, and had obtained pri- 
vate subscriptions to the capital stock; the 
Company never had any cash capital besides 
these municipal bonds and private subscri 
tions of farmeis. All the rest of its means 
were derived from the sale of its own bonds. 

An investigation—by what snggested. we 
do not know—led to the discovery that the 
so-called act of 1857, authorizing towns and 
counties to hold elections and vote subscrip- 
tions to railroad stocks, had never been en- 
acted by the Legislature. There was & 
record that a bill with such a title had passed 
one House, and had been received in the 
other, but there the record ended. The fact 
that it was passed and had obtained the 
constitutional number of votes, with the 
names of those voting for it, nowhere ap- 
peared on the record. The Supreme Court’ 
of the State, upon a suit involving the 
validity. of a tax to pay interest on the bonds, | 
decided that the so-called law had never 
enacted, was never a law of the State, 
all the proceedings under the act were void. 
The Supreme Court of the United States has 
adopted the construction of the State Con- 
stitution by the State Court, and has in like 
manner held that the bonds, having been 
issued without authority of law, were void. 
The municipalities, therefore, have stopped 
payment of interest, and treat the bonds as 
no longer a debt. se 


Is this repudiation in any legal or 
sense? The so-called act of 1857 was clearly 
. fraud, — not more so than others, perhaps, 
but, unfortunately for those who 

it, failed to receive the constitutional for 
malities which were essential to give it even 
the form of legality. Suppose that so-called 
law had directly voted to the Railroad Com- 
pany one acre out of every five of the land 
in the several towns through which the road 
was constructed, and that ‘the Company had 
sold the land in New York, and it should 
then be discovered that no such law had 
passed, and the courts should decide that the 
conveyances were void, would it be repudia- 
tion for the original owners of the land to 
refuse to surrender their farms to the in- 
nocent purchasers”? Practically, the case 
in issue was the same. The officers of a 
bank or railroad company are authorized to 
sign and issue certificates of capital stock. 
If these officers issue stock illegally or 
fraudulently, and in excess of their authori- 
ty, is it repudiation for the Company 
to refuse to recognize the bogus stock? 
The officers of these municipalities never 
had any authority to issue or deliver these 
bonds. In the absence of any law directly

REGULATING PRIMARY ELECTIONS. 
‘It is a well-known fact that the business 
men and responsible voters in large cities 
cannot be persuaded to put in an appearance 
at the primary meetings, which really nomi- 
nate the candidates for office and practically 
limit the choice of the people. No amount 
of argument or pressure can induce proper- 
ty-owners and good citizens to give the game 
attention to the primaries as to the elections ; 
they content themselves with grumbling at 
the poverty of selection after the candidates 


are all in the field. The result of this habit 


is that the nominations made by all political 
parties are apt to be controlled by the bum- 
mer element, and a shrewd politician can 
usually manage his own or a friend’s sucgess 
by manipulating the primaries. In order to 
correct to some extent the abuses of 
the meetings, Mr. Kron has 
introduced a bill into the State Senate per- 
mitting cities of more than 100,000 inhabit- 
ants to hold primary meetings for the choice 
of candidates and conventions under some 
such legal restraint as is exercised over the 
voting-places on election-day. The princi- 
ples of this bill originated in California, 
where a similar law has been found to 
operate beneficially ; Mr. Banzn, a member 
of the Ohio Legislature, secured the passage 
of a law to the same effect in that State, 
where it also works well, and we believe it 
has also been adopted in Indiana. 

Mr. Kznoz’s bill authorizes any voluntary 
political association to issue a call throngh 
ita committee for the election of delegates to 
a convention, or a managing committee, 
or for the nomination of candidates for 
public office; to declare the qualifications 
of the voters, so long as they be 
legal voters in the ward, precinct, or election 
district; and to name three judges to pre- 
side over the primary meeting thus called. 
Publication of such call is required. The 
judges appointed must be sworn to faithful- 
ly and correctly conduct such election, pre- 
vent fraud, and canvass all the votes; they 
are also authorized to appoint two clerks, 
who shall likewise be sworn, and any vicla- 
tion of duty on the part of either judges or 
clerks is made punishable by fine and impris- 
onment. The judges are required to enter- 
tain and determine objections to any vote 
offered, whether on the ground that the per- 
son offering it is not a legal voter in the pre- 
cinct, or that he is not entitled to vote 
under the terms of the call. That is to say, 
if the call is made by the Republican party, 
and the condition is made that no one shall 
vote at the primaries who did not vote the 


|| Republican ticket at the last preceding elec- 


tion, all others may be excluded. When ob- 
jection is made, the challenged voter must 
swear his vote in as at a regular election, and 
a frandulent voter under these conditions is 
aubjeeted to the same punishment as a cor- 
rupt judge or clerk,—fine and imprison- 
ment. Repeating at the primaries, or voting 
more than once at the same or different poils, 
is also punished, though not to the same ex- 
tent. It is also made a misdemeanor, pun- 
ishable with fine and imprisonngent, to offer 
money, or any fee or reward, to any elector for 
the purpose of influencing his vote at the pri- 
maries. In one word, the intention is to make 
the primary elections conform as nearly as 
possible to the regular elections, with the 
exception that they shail be held subject to 
such conditions aseach party shall determine 
for itself, and that no expense shall be in- 
curred to the county or State (city, or vil- 
lage, or town should be added) on account 
of such elections. 

We shall be glad to see this bill become a 
law. It does not compel any political party 
to act under it, but enables every party to 
avail itself of legal protection against the 
ordinary primary abuses. Its operation 
would give the primary elections more dijg- 
nity and importance than they now have, 
and to that extent would draw out a better 
class of voters. It would also prevent an 
organized gang of bummers from dictating 
the nominations of both parties, as they 
frequently do in the case of Aldermen and 
Constables. 


MUNICIPAL RETRENCHMENT. | 

Chicago certainly enjoys the distinction of 
being the only city in the country which has 
adopted a general system of retrenchment in 
public expenditures commensurate with the 
shrinkage in prices and the exigencies of the 
hard times. There is probably no undertak- 
ing deset with so many difficulties and re- 
sisted so obstinately as an effort to reduce 
the number of places and cut down the 
salaries paid for the maintenance of munici- 


penses. Manufacturers, merchants, and all 
employers have been constrained to contract 
their working force and to pay lower salaries: 
At the same time the purchasing power of 
our money has been increased and there 
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dut by such orderly and peaccable methods as may 
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a policy that is even worse than raising 
money to pay as yougo. And there is no 
city of large size and importance in the 
Uni States, to our knowledge, that can 
tto the fact the taxes for this year are 

iy two-thirds as much as for last year, except 

e City of Chicago. The current expenses 
of Chicago have been reduced from the rate 
of $6,000,000 a year to that of $4,000,000 a 
year, and the reduction has been achieved in 
the businesss-like way of abolishing super- 
fluous offices, clearing out the sinecures, 
putting more work on those who are re- 
tained, paying smaller salaries, insisting 
upon the reduction in the price of gas and 
other supplies, and stopping public works, 
the progress or completion of which is not 
absolutely demanded by the public welfare. 
Perhaps this result would not have been 
accomplished in Chicago had it not been for 
the circumstance that the City Government 
was driven to the wall, and that, under the 
control of the tax-cating bummers, taxes 
could not be collected and no more money 
could be borrowed. The constitutional 
limitation of the city debt prevent- 
ed the issue of bonds. Some $3,000,- 
000 had been borrowed ‘‘temporari- 
ly,” but in an unlawful manner, which 
the courts exposed when it was brought to 
their attention. At this point the credit of 
the city failed. Neither the capitalists 
abroad nor the capitalists at home would ad- 
vance money; the taxpayers resisted pay- 
ment in the courts ar simply refused to pay. 
This brought the people to their senses. 
They rallied to secure an honest and efficient 


City Government t straighten matters out. | di 
They induced some of the most responsible 


citizens to take places in the Common Coun- 
cil. The men they elected kept faith; they 
set about to save the taxpayers $2,000,000 a 
year. Then, and not till then, did the cap- 
italists come forward to relieve the immedi- 
ate necessities. The other large cities will 
not escape wholesale plunder until they shall 
go through someting of the same experi- 
ence. The irresponsible classes, with little 
or no property, and controlled by the schem- 


ing office-hunters, and contractors, and tax- 


eaters, are too numerous in all large 
cities to admit of correcting these 
municipal evils at the ballot-box with- 
out some special aid. It is only when 
the business men take hold of affairs in a 
business way that the bummers can be 
brought to terms. When the taxpayers re- 
fuse to contribute money to be squandered, 
and money-lenders refuse. to advance funds 
to a reckless and badly-managed City Govern- 
ment, as they would to a reckless business 
corporation, that the occupation of the tax- 
eater is gone. The tax-ceating gang takes 
root in every large city as tenaciously as a 
hickory tree, and can only be dislodged by a 
process that digs all around it and under- 
mines it. Even now that the responsible 
citizens of Chicago have driven off the de- 
vourers, the latter will renew the struggle 
every year when half the Adermen are 
elected, and the smallest opportunity will be 
improved to recommence operations on the 
old scale. That the people have put them 
down, and succeeded in keeping them pretty 
well down over a second election, is a 
triumph which other cities may well envy 
and should seek to emulate. 


We printed yesterday the protest of Gov. 
CuamsBeriamm to the President against the 
order for the removal of the troops from the 
State-House at Columbia) South Carolina. 
The protest lacks strength in one or more 
important points. He insists that without 
Federal troops he will be unable to maintain 
his authority in the State, will be unable to. 
execute the laws, or perform the duties of 
the Executive; but he omits to say that 
while Governor, surrounded by Federal 
troops, he was equally unable to exercise any 
authority, was equally unable to protect the 
unfortunate colored people against massacre 
and outrage, and equally unable to punish 
any person violating the law in any respect. 
He fails to explain how merely protecting 
the State-House will enable him in the 
future to exercise the least authority any 
more than in the past. He does not feel 
warranted in giving the President any assur- 
ance that if the troops be left in the State- 
House he will be able to collect the revenue, 
protect the people against violence, or do 
any other act as Executive other than occupy 
the Governor's room in the State-House. 
The President, taking the view of the 
question from his place as President of the 
United States, in his letter to the Secretary 
of War, thus effectually disposes of the 
whole matter : 

In my opinion, there does not now exist in that 
State such domestic violence as is contemplated by 
the Constitution as ground upon which the military 
power of the National Government may de in- 
voked for the defense of a State. There are, it is 
true, grave and serious disputes as to the rights of 
certain claimants to the Chief Executive office of 
that State; but these are to be settled and deter - 
mined, not by the Executive of the United States,

CHIPPEWA RIVER. 
THE DELLS CONTEST REVIVED. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., April3.—The contest be 
tween Chippewa Falls and Eau Claire, Wis., rel- 
ative to the navigation of the Chipewa River, is 
becoming animated. Gov. Pound recently re- 
ceived an order from the Department of Justice 
desiguating Judge Dixon, of Milwaukee, as 
special attorney for the United States to bring 
suits for the abatement of nuisances of the 
Chippewa River, committed by the Mississippi 
Logging Company, from the floating of large 
quantities of loose logs down the river, and the 
construction of docks said to be an obstruction 
to navigation. in opposition to this order, O. 
H. Ingram, claiming to act for the Mayor of 
Eau Claire, Wis., has filed the following paper 
in the Department of Justice, on behalf of Eau 
Claire and in opposition to the appointment of 
Judge Dixon: 

DsraRTMENT oF Justicz, March 27, 1877.—In 
the matter of the order appointing Judge Dixon 
under the order made for that purpose by the De- 
partment of Justice, it is desired by the Mayor of 
Eau Claire and the interests he represents that such 
order be revoked. If that cannot be done, that at 
least it be so modified that the proceedings to be 
instituted under it be restricted in their inquiry be- 
tween tne mouth of the Chippewa River and the 
City of Eau Claire. In view of the stated object of 
said order by those intereste’ in obtaining it, such 
modification ought and should meet no ovjections 
that can be urged by those who are in favor thereof.

lu greenbacks, were destroyed, icsving the out- 
standing legal-tender circulation $362,656,204. 
The Comptroller of the Currency savs the above 
issue is the largest amount of addtional circula- 
tion paid out during any month for the past 
two years, and that about twothirds of the 
amount were reissued to banks vhich bad pre- 
viously retired their circulation and taken up 
their bonds. The amount of National Bank cir- 
culation outstanding on Jan. 14, 1875,. was $351,- 
000,000. The act of that date authorized the 
issue of circulating notes withoat limit, subject 
to existing laws, and also provided that an

As a result of the hard times, as might be ex- 
pected, there are signs of weakness among 
some of the banks; but, as a whole, the Na- 
tional Banks of the country are in good condi- 
tion, and in his opinion the national banking 
system will be stronger alter having success- 
tully sustained itself during so long a period of 
business depression.

PRESS COMMENTS. 
PASSION IN SOUTHERN POLITICS. 
Nashville ( Tenn.) American (U/oneervatire). 
There is a class of newspaper writers in the South 
who take counsel all the time of their passion in- 
stead of their reason. They appear to hold that 
the only true line of principle is dictated by im- 
pulse and not by reason, that disappointment 6 and 
anger, and fierce zeal in behalf of their own no- 
tions, are the eafest guide. Out of the mouth of 
babes and sucklings strength is sometimes ordain- 
ed, and we readily grant the impulses of this class 
are likely to be better than their reasoning; but in 
politics a calm and dignitied course is the best line 
to pursue. Some of this class of furious writers 
have found fault with the American, Its course 
we do not propose to defend. It was the one which 
calm reason dictated to the masses of the Southern 

ople. That line of policy which has ite source 
in passion is never fruitful of results. It is more 
hkely to spend its force in noisy effervescing than 
to find the true line of principle and cling to it 
with calm  pertinacity. The springe that 
boil and bubble most and gurgle most 
noisily and fling up the most sand and soll to the 
surface are wet weather springs which soonest run 
dry. Perennial fountaine run smoothly in old 
channels to which they have adapted themselves. 
The great mistake these noisy babblere make—an 
fortunately they are few, and growing fewer year- 
ly—is in supposing that passion is strength and im- 

ulse principle, and noisy clamor force. Principle 
s a thing of calm consideration and to be calmly 
presented. Of what avail is ittoehow an opponent 
how furiously angry you are? If he does not laugh 
at the exhibition of temper he will be * like to 
get himself into the same state of lofty indigna- 
tion, and then, between you two, by what process 
will the truth be presented or finda lodgment’ It 
is entirely natural to give vent to feelings and 
allow indignation to have fall course. It is 
natural with the other animals as with man. We 
have been led to believe that the animal man was 
superior to the rest of his brother animals, in tnat 
he made nature subordinate to reason, and allowed 
no more of passion than reason could control, di- 
rect, and use. 

These raging disciples of the New York Sun 
would allow the interests of the country to go at 
loose ends for four years just to fill the ear of 
Heaven with roaring and clamor and anavailing 
protest directed atthe pastand not the future. 

nstead of counseling the Southern people to press 

forward on the path of progress they have fol- 
lowed, demanding their righta, compelling them 
where they can, taking them from any source 
where they are offered, and biding their time 
where that is inevitable, they want to call a halt 
here inthe wilderness to offer up sacrifice on the 
altar of rage and passion, and to roar and füll the 
air with the laments of a disappointed party. ‘hey 
would apply the ceremonial etiquette of the 
Spanish Court under which a helpless monarch 
was roasted toa turn, because the proper officer 
was not presentto pull himout. Because Mr. 
Tilden, the truly anointed, is not on hand in 
proper place, they would have the burning South, 
already half blasted, done brown before she should 
receive assistance from any other. We would 
have preferred to be pulled out by Mr. Tilden, but 
if any, other, even not an anointed hand, shall 
draw us from the burning, then we simply propose 
that we stay out and not ceremoniously, as a mat- 
ter of principle, craw! back into the fire. 

The writers on politics mistake the duty of the 
citizen to a de facto Governmentand the mission 
of the Democratic party. If that party has no 
mission but to exist for its own sake, if it were #o 
easily destroyed as to melt away because its mem- 
bers discharged the duty of citizens to the wers 
that be, then the sooner it has notice to quit, the 
better.

SAN FRANCISCO. 


The Lick Estate---The City’s Squabble with 
the Water Company---The Mayor’s Dander 
Up.

| Reports to the Legislature Concerning the 


Need of Further Penitentiary Accomme- 
dations---A Majority Bepert Favoring the 
Extension of the Joliet Penal Institution 
— A Minority Report Protesting Against 
Such Action, and Proposing a New Prison 
with a Southern Situs. 

Dispatch to The Tribtene. 


SPRINGFIELD, April 3.—The. following is a 
pretty full summary of the majority report. on 
the question of additional Penitentiary roont. 
The minority report is given entire. In the 
minority report reference is made to a letter 
from Maj. McLaughry as being a part of the 
majority report. No such letter ts mentioned. 
however, in that report, and the minority now 
accuse the majority of having “doctored” the 
report after it had been submitted to the-Com- 
mittee. : 

The majority report submits that there is a 
necessity for additional room, as manifested hy 
the crowded quarters at Jolict, raising the ques- 
tion at once of enlarging that building or erect- 


ing another at a different point in the State. 


Plans and estimates cuvering the cost of 600 
additional cells, were submitted to the Com- 
mittee, the cost aggregating, in all its require- 
ments of Deputy-Wardens, officers, etc., $291,- 
118, estimated at not to exceed one-fourth re- 
quired for an entiré new building. By con- 
centrating at, one point, only one set of Com- 
missioners are needed, with a few additional 
guards, and one set of officers. Offices, repair- 
shops, etc., are already here, all equal to the 
demands of an enlarged building. The objec- 
tion to increasing the number at one point 18 
obviated by the new addition, which will be 


separated from the main building as effectually | 


as if in another city. Plenty of water, abun- 
dant sewerage, cleanliness, and good discipline 
are to be considered. Transportation of con- 
victs is little to be compared with 
the expense of two Penitentiaries over one. 
And the facilities of Joliet for transportation by 
rail and canal, besides the abundance of stone, 
etc., need not be enlarged upon. Convict labor 
could be used in building such extensi on, which, 
to some extent, is unemployed at the present 
time. and the extension could be rendered ‘fit 
for use much ahead of a new one constructed 
elsewhere. It would give all needed room to 
the State for at least ten years, when our rapid- 
ly-increasing population and pro rata of criminals 
would make another necessary, when the ex 
rience of this could be carried to the new. u- 
manity and progress demand everything possi- 
ble in the way of reform ein the treatment of 
crminals, and this State should not be behind 
the age in considering the welfare of the crim- 
inal classes. The cost above given does not in- 
clude the ground intended for use by the addi- 
tion. It would be advisable to buy about 
twenty acres, stretching to the canal. This the 
Committee believe to be at an 
exorbitant price—$1,000 per acre. The 
Committee have visited Alton and found 
the old concern there dilapidated. and 
totally unfit for this or any other purpose. The 
site isa small] hillside, with buildings unsafe, 
walls falling, and utterly unanswerable for the 
ends sought. Besides, a strong opposition was 
manifested by the people against having any 
such nuisance near them. Chester, in Randolp 
County, was also visited, where everything 
seemed inviting except the ground on which to 
build, and suitable ground would entail heavy 
expense. Murphrysboro, Jackson County, pre- 
sented favorable claims on account of railroad 
connections and abundance of stone and timber. 
Grand Tower was also visited, and the location 
found very desirable, —suitable grounds, abun- 
dance of stune and timber, with ample facilities 
by river and rail. Jonesboro abounded in 
good sites, with plenty of water, stone, 
and coal. Should a new be 
determined on, plenty of quarry land should be 
secured in advance, and this could be done at 
any of these last-named at a cost of $100 per 
acre. After due deliberation they concluile 
that, to secure the needed room at the least ex- 
pense, Joliet presents the most feasible plan, 
costing, land and all, not to exceed $250,000, 
while a new prison at any point would probably 
cost from $1,000,000 to $1,500,000, in view of 
which they recommend the extension plan until 
such time as the finances of the State shall 
more clearly justify, and a new one be more af 
a necessity. The majority reportSis signed by 
J. G. Wright, John P. Fox, H. A. Neal, J. H. 
Kedzie, and George W. Armstrong. 


The minority report is as follows: 

To the Hon. James Shaw, Speaker of the House 
Of Representatives—Sin: The undersigned, a mi- 
nority of the Special Penitentiary Committee, to 
whom was referred that portion of the Governor's 
message relating to the constitution of a new ben 
tentiary, being unable to concur in the conclusions 
and recommendations of the majority thereof, beg 
leave to snomit the following as their report: 

While we recognize the necessity for immediate 
relief to the present Penitentiary in providing ade- 
quate accommodation for the large number of con 
victs now incarcerated within ite limits, as well as 
the probable future increase, we, nevertheless 
object to the proposed extension of the present 
State Penitentiaay at Joliet for the following rea 
SOus: 8 

We deem it unwise as well as ansafe to congre- 
gate at any one prison so large a number of con- 
victs as are at present confined in the Peni- 
tentiary at Joliet, not only because of the 
danger arising to so large a number from con- 
tagious or infectious discases, but also the efiect 
upon prison discipline the placing together of so 
many persons — — in crime and dangerous to 
society would have. The past experience of other 
States, as well as our own, has clearly demon- 
strated the fact that not more that 1,000 prisoners 
can be successfully and profitably worked at one 
prison and under one management. 

2. The present Penitentiary, when constructed, 
was intended to furnish, a maximum, prison 
accommodations for only 960 convictay whereas 
with no additional cell-room, we have now locke 
up there nearly 1,700 criminals, or within a trifle 
of 800 more than was originally intended suould be 
placed inthe institution. Itis now claimed that, 
by the expenditure of $291,113, 600 additional 
cells can be provided. From this the majority of 
your Committee conclude that the capacity of 
the prison would be increased to 2,000 to 
2,200 convicts. We areled to believe that this 
view is an erroneous one. The proposed extcnsion 
would accommodate but 200 convicts more than 
are at present confined, unless they are crowded 
together with the same disregard to their health 
und the maintenance of good government now 80 
loudly being complained of. e are unable to see 
that the addition suggested can be made to the old 
prison for anything like the sum named in the es- 
timates furnished by the majority of the Commit- 
tee. So far as the estimate appears to us, it is the 
guess-mork simply of the engineer who furnished 
it. No definite plans are submitted nor specifica- 
tions furnished to the Committee to warrant them 
in belfeving that the work could be accomplished 
at the ficures named in the report. In fact. we art 
justified in saying that the estimated cost is a mere 


approximation of the real expense, and that to 


carry out the scheme proposed would involve, first 
and last, an expenditure of $500,000 and finall 
furnish accommodations for but 200 additiona 
convicts. Again, the present Penitentiary tras al- 
ways been to the State a source of burden—whether 
from the fault of its location, or the large number 
of convicts confined, it is not our province in this 
report to say. It in, however, a fact patent that 
like institutions in sister States entail no expense 
on the State, but are absolutely made self-sustain- 
ing, and in some cases protitable. From the north 
ern and central portions of the State mechanics of 
all classes are —.— that the cheap- labor system 
of the Joliet Penitentiary is paralyzing the honest 
industries of their sections, and are demanding the 
enactment of laws by which the labor of not more 
than fifty convicts be let at that Prison under one 
contract in one line of employment. Petitions 
signed by 28.000 honest citizens and laborers are 
now before the General Assembly asking relicf 
from the effects of the further leasing of the labor 
the Joliet Prison. It is ualiy true 
the price demanded by the owner 
land ‘upon which .

mae, is simply — 1 land is offered to the 


State entirely and wholly unfit for any other pur- 
pose, at a price a little below that of inside prop- 
erty of cities. In the letters of Maj. McLaughry, 
the Warden, attached to the majoritv report of the 
Committee, it is urged that the owner has recently 
discovered valuable quarries of stone to exist upon 
the land. which would inure to great benefit to the 
State in the extension of the prison. It appears 
a trifle stra that no such claim was raised or dis- 
covery mentioned at the time the Committee visit- 
i ected the grou 
gibility in the possible addition to the prison. The 
testimony obtained by the minority of your Com- 
mittee is on the contrary, that in the constructi 
of the present prison, exhaustive searches we 
made upon the land for such stone with which to 
said prison, but none were found, | 
Again it is asserted that, with the extension pro- 
posed, the prison at Joliet will furnish all needed 
accommodation for the conviets of the State fo 
ten years. This is another fallacy. Without esti-

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In conclusion, therefore, mi- 
nority of your Committee would earnestly, but re- 
spectiully, protest against the further expenditure 
of money upon present prison at Joliet, al- 
ready too large and cumbersome to be made either 
profitable or a ne but recommend that 
the convict-labor of the State be divided, and a 
portion of it placed in thew fields where its useful- 
ness may be made apparent in a class of labor 
hitherto unknown in a Penitentiary in this State.

THE APOLLO CLUB CONCERT. 

The Apollo Club was greeted at its third con- 
cert, last evening, with one of its old-time audi- 
ences, McCormick’s Hall being crowded to over- 
flowing with one of the most enthustastie 
audiences ever assembled in it. The programme 
on this occasion was made up for male chorus 
alone, so far as the choral numbers were con- 
cerned, and it was made up of a most charming 
variety, embracing Leuz’s exquisite setting of 
Goethe's famous verse Over all heights lies 
repose’; Vogl’s dainty waltz song, of which 
the audience compelled an. encore; Genee's 
characteristic and humorous Italian Salad,“ 
a composition well named, being a grotesque and 
satirical medley of the peculiar rhetoric of 
Italian music, worked up in what might be called 
an operetta bouffe; the stirring “ Pilgrim’s 
Chorus” from ‘“Tannhauser”; Ambroise 
Thomas’ pretty pastoral picture of Alpine life, 
The Tyrol,“ full of shifting lights, broad con- 
trasts, and imitative effects; a dainty little 
“Serenade” by Calkin; and Mendelssohn's 
majestic cantata, ‘‘To the sons of art.” In 
nearly évery respect the concert was the best 
ever given by the Club. Its singing, in fact, 
rosembled a perfect piece of musical mechan- 
ism, 50 precise,so true, so clear in enuncia- 
tioa, so rigid in tempos, and so admirable 
in coloring, that one would almost 
have welcomed a few pronounced errors by 
way of contrast. When the difficulties of the 
Tnomas pastoral are considered, not only the 
imitative effects of bells and the peals of thun- 
der in the storm passages, but the execution of 
the whole work as a sustained piece of singing, 
it is highly creditable to the Club that it could 
render this work so admirably without accom- 
paniment. The Genee Salad“ was also 
another instance showing how closely Mr. Tom- 
lins has drilled his singers in little details. 

The soloists of the concert were Miss Amy 
Fay, of Boston, pianist, and Miss M. K. Turner 
also of Boston, vocalist. The former is a pupil 
of Liszt, and came here with an excellent repu- 
tation, which she hardly sustained. She is a 
strong playcr with a powerful touch, but with- 
out much sentiment in her playing. It is hard 
to judge of a pianist from a single hearing, but 
taking all her numbers together they exhibit 
the same quality of mechanical work and hard, 
cold playing. Miss Turner, the vocalist, is a 
pupil of Mme. Rudersdorf, and the successor to 
Miss Thursby in her choir position in 
New York. If Mme. Rudersdorf bas any 
more pupils like Miss . Thursby and 
Miss Turner, they will alwavs be welcome here. 
Although young, she has already a robust so- 
prano voice of admirable quality, broad, rich, 
passionate, and dramatic. Her method is su- 
perb, her enunciation delightfully clear, and her 
vocal resources so unlimited appareutly that no 
effort can fatigue her. Her numbers were the 
Dove Sono” of Mozart and the Franz “ Slum- 
ber Song.“ The singing of both numbers was 
thoroughly enjoyable. The latter may be set 
down as one of the most artistic efforts ever 
made upon our concert stage. It is refreshing 
to hear such a strong, rich voice so perfectly 
trained. The second concert will be given to- 
morrow evening, with the same programme.

IIlus- 
tration arrested attention at the start. in

The food in the southwestern section of the 
city began to subside a little yesterday morn- 
ing, and measurement showed a fail of about 
six inches up to the afternoon; but the freshet 
still rages with very damaging effect, and the 
torrent of water rushes through the Iilinois & 
Michigan Canal, and the West Fork and the 


South Brauch of the river, with a speed of about 


six miles an hour, and, joining just below Asb- 
land avenue bridge, they pour a huge volume of 
water in a whirling, eddying, and boiling cur- 
rent down and into tne lake, the witer of which 
has been much dis-olored, as every one is aware 
of who drew it from the hydrants. 

Many of the low docks which skirt the river 
on either side, as far west as the bridge above 
mentioned, are overflowed. All the slips lead- 


ing into the river are swelled over their docks, |

On both sides of 
the street are anumber of small houses, and 
the inaabitants of them were all subjected to 
the damages and inconveniences of tne flood, 
which covered the floors of some and not quite 
those of others. Little bridges were improvised 


by a few to reach the sidewalks, which were only 


partially. overflowed, and several swall boats 
were brought into requisition to effect commu- 
nication with the outer world. Opposite the 
Danville elevator, just below the canal bridge, a 
Green-Islander dwells with several *‘childer”’ 
and a wile, allof whom delight in making fre- 
quent trips in an old scow that has been rigged 
after the manner oi a ferry-buat. 

Near the City Railway Companv’s large sta- 
bles there is a small sea of water, and it ex- 
tends along the bank of the river for a long di- 
tance.

All along the West Branch, from Western 
avenue bridge to Ashland avenue, the water 
flows over tue banks and submerges property of 
all kinds for some distance on both sides of that 
stream. Thetow-path of the canal is above 
water, but the bana on the opposite, or south- 
ern side, is washed away in several places, and 
the water rushes along at a rapid rate. |

Careful observation showed that the flood 
came from two directions. The overflow of the 
north bank of the West Fork, between Western 
and Ashland avenues, was caused by a rise in 
that stream, while the inundation’ of 
land lying between Twenty-sixth street on the 
south Taylor on the north, and west of 
Western avenue, was the result of a freshet in 
the Desplaines River, whose waters found an 
easy way across the country into Mud Lake, 
causing that shallow pool to rise and send its 
accumulated waters down into the city in a per- 
fect sea, overflowing the land in the western 
and southwestern sections of the city, and doing 
great damage to public and private improve- 
ments and property.

The Aux Plaines River, the source of the 
inundation at present vexing the inhabitants

One would 
never suppose that such a wretched, puny, silly 
little streak of water could render itself in- 
trusive and unpleasant to the people living on 
its very banks, to say nothing of a city seven 
miles away. Yet so it has succeeded in doing, 
and thereby has gained a notoriety that it has 
never been able to obtain in all its long years of 
previous correct habits,—a notoriety not dis-
